W a s h in gton C ity , Ap ril 5 .—The sup reme 
court of the United States Monday decided 
the New York city national bank cases ad­ 
v ersely by affirming a decision of thé United 
States circuit court of New York, which 
dissolv ed a temp orary injunction restraining 
the collection of taxes assessed up on the 
stock of tho thirty-fiv e New York city na­ 
tional banks by the municip al authorities. 
This case was brought here by the Mercantile 
National bank of New York as a test case 
on ap p eal 
from tho decree of the circuit 
court, and this decision against the Mer­ 
cantile bank wifi lead to the v oluntary p ay­ 
ment of taxes due from all tho banks dur­ 
ing the p ast two years, amounting in all to 
more than $2,000,000. 
The question inv olv ed was whether the 
laws of the state of New York, which assess 
heav ier tuxes up on shares of national bank 
stock than up on sav ings banks, insurance 
comp anies, trust comp anies, etc., conflicts 
with the general law which p rov ides that 
taxation of shares of national banks shall 
not be at a greater rate than is assessed up on 
other moneyed cap ital in the hands of indi­ 
v idual citizens of such state. 
The court in its decision holds that the 
manifest p urp ose of the federal statute was to 
p rotect national banks from a system of 
burdensome and unjust taxation imp osed 
up on them by unfriendly states, and in the 
interest of other organizations transacting 
similar business under state or local organi­ 
zations. 
The federal law does not rofér to 
ail forms of moneyed cap ital, but to mon­ 
ey ed cap ital so inv ested as to be brought into 
comp etition with that inv ested in the busi­ 
ness of nutional banks, and to be p erform­ 
ing similar functions. 
The court holds that 
neither trust comp anies, insuranco com­ 
p anies, nor sav ings banks can be regarded 
as coming into such comp etition, and there­ 
fore national banks can not baso an ap p lica­ 
tion for relief up on the rate of taxation as­ 
sessed up on these institutions.

G « i. Sherman says in hi.s memoirs that

A RETROSPECT. 
Missouri having been secured to the Union, 
the principal field of activity was transferred 
to Kentuck y arid Tennessee, and Maj Gc*u.
